[San  Francisco  Law  Library  Justice  Center] 

Resolution  in  support  of  the  San  Francisco  Law  Library  Justice  Center  at  525  Golden 
Gate  Avenue. 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  is  committed  to  access  to  justice  for 
all  people,  including  the  poor  and  under-represented;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  full-service  law  library  and  justice  center  facility  would  promote  access  to 
justice  by  bringing  together  in  one  facility  the  legal  resources  and  services  needed  by  the 
people  of  San  Francisco  to  enable  them  to  preserve  their  rights  and  adjudicate  their  claims; 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Law  Library  is  necessary  to  serve  the  people  of  San 
Francisco  by  providing  access  to  local,  state  and  federal  legal  information  resources  and 
services  in  order  that  they  may  preserve  their  rights  and  conduct  their  legal  affairs;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Law  Library  has  been  a  distinguished  and  leading 
public  law  library  with  a  renowned  legal  collection  since  its  founding  in  1870  as  the  first  county 
law  library  in  California  and  was  the  model  for  the  statewide  county  law  library  system;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Charter,  section  8.103,  requires  that  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  shall  locate  the  Law  Library  in  a  manner  readily  accessible  to  the 
courts,  and  thus  from  its  inception,  the  San  Francisco  Law  Library  was  housed  in  the  same 
building  as  the  courts  in  City  Hall  until  that  building  was  closed  for  seismic  repairs  in  1995; 
and 

WHEREAS,  When  City  Hall  closed,  the  San  Francisco  Law  Library  moved  to  interim 
quarters  in  the  War  Memorial  Veterans  Building  which  were  too  small  to  house  the  Law 
Library's  full  collection  making  it  necessary  to  place  two-thirds  of  the  250,000  volume 
collection  into  inaccessible  storage  for  the  duration  of  the  temporary  relocation  period;  and 

WHEREAS,  It  was  originally  planned  that  the  San  Francisco  Law  Library  would  return 
to  City  Hall  at  the  conclusion  of  seismic  repairs,  but  when  City  Hall  reopened  the  plan  was 
revised  with  the  intention  that  the  Law  Library  would  soon  move  into  another,  permanent  Civic 
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Center  facility  better  suited  to  a  library.  During  the  interim,  the  Law  Library  was  to  remain  at 
the  temporary  quarters  in  the  Veterans  Building  without  access  to  its  stored  collection  and  in 
conditions  insufficient  to  house,  preserve  and  safeguard  the  collection  of  books  and  research 
materials,  or  necessary  to  provide  appropriate  services  and  facilities  for  Library  patrons  and 
staff;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Law  Library  has  been  housed  in  these  inadequate 
temporary  quarters  for  almost  nine  years,  jeopardizing  the  Law  Library's  ability  to  completely 
fulfill  its  mission  and  creating  a  significant  crisis  and  hardship  for  the  community  and  for  the 
people  it  serves;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  legal  needs  and  skills  of  the  people  of  San  Francisco  vary  and  many 
residents  cannot  determine  and  advocate  their  legal  rights  based  on  legal  texts  alone,  San 
Francisco  is  devoted  to  establishing  a  law  library  justice  center  that  would  provide  access  to 
the  full  panoply  of  legal  information  resources  and  services,  as  well  as  legal  intake,  self-help, 
and  translation  services,  research  training  programs,  alternative  dispute  facilities,  conference, 
meeting  and  interview  rooms,  exhibit  space,  and  other  legal  support  services  for  individuals, 
the  poor,  and  the  community;  and 

WHEREAS,  An  extensive  study  of  potential  sites  for  a  permanent  full-service  law 
library  and  justice  center  has  concluded  that  renovation  of  the  vacant  building  at  525  Golden 
Gate  Avenue  would  be  the  most  appropriate,  efficient  and  economic  site  for  the  San 
Francisco  Law  Library  Justice  Center  and  that  this  location  would  successfully  accommodate 
this  planned  use;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  proposed  San  Francisco  Law  Library  Justice  Center  project  is  an 
innovative  resource  that  would  enable  San  Francisco  residents  to  have  unprecedented 
access  to  justice  and  establish  a  model  for  California  and  the  country;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  San  Francisco  Law  Library  Justice  Center  project  has  the  support  of 
the  Judges  of  the  San  Francisco  Superior  Court,  the  Bar  Association  of  San  Francisco,  the 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  the  San  Francisco  Law  Library  Board  of  Trustees,  and  thousands  of 
patrons  of  the  San  Francisco  Law  Library;  and

WHEREAS,  The  primary  purpose  of  the  San  Francisco  Local  Agency  Formation 
Commission  (San  Francisco  LAFCo  or  Commission)  under  the  Cortese-Knox-Hertzberg 
Local  Government  Reorganization  Act  of  2000  is  to  review  public  service  needs, 
including  utility  service,  and  to  determine  whether  new  government  entities  should  be 
created  or  changes  in  existing  governments  should  be  made  to  address  the  needs  of  its

WHEREAS,  The  Commission  adopted  a  resolution  accepting  the  report,  and 
recommends  that  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  perform  the  following  to 
improve  the  power  supply,  transmission,  and  distribution  to  the  city  and  County  of  San 
Francisco: 

The  San  Francisco  Local  Agency  Formation  Commission  hereby  recommends  that  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  perform  the  following  to  improve  the  power  supply, 
transmission,  and  distribution  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
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1 .  Request  that  the  California  Public  Utilities  Commission  (CPUC)  implement  the 
provisions  of  AB  11 7  by  taking  those  steps  required  under  the  legislation  for 
implementation  of  community  aggregation  including  identifying  financial  assistance 
to  local  communities  to  develop  Implementation  Plans  for  Community  Aggregation 
Programs.  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  may  not  proceed  under  AB  1 17 
until  the  CPUC  has  adopted  rules  for  implementing  community  choice  aggregation. 

2.  Determine  whether  an  Implementation  Plan  should  be  filed  with  the  CPUC  and 
develop  appropriate  staffing  levels  and  revenue  sources  as  necessary  to  prepare 
the  Implementation  Plan  for  Community  Aggregation.  If  approved,  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  would  adopt  an  Ordinance  to  implement  Community 
Aggregation  in  compliance  with  AB  117  and  CPUC  rules  and  regulations. 

3.  Prepare  an  Implementation  Plan  for  submittal  to  the  California  Public  Utilities 
Commission  consistent  with  the  requirements  of  AB  117  Community  Choice 
Aggregation  legislation  (Chapter  838  Statutes  of  2002)  to  include  the  following 
information  consistent  with  the  AB  117  Assessment  Report: 

a.  An  organizational  structure  of  the  program,  its  operations  and  its 
funding. 

b.  Rate  setting  and  other  costs  to  the  participants. 

c.  Provisions  for  disclosure  and  due  process  in  setting  rates  and 
allocating  costs  among  participants. 

d.  The  methods  for  entering  and  terminating  agreements  with  other 
entities. 

e.  The  rights  and  responsibilities  of  program  participants,  including,  but 
not  limited  to,  consumer  protection  procedures,  credit  issues,  and 
shutoff  procedures. 
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f.  Termination  of  the  program. 

g.  A  description  of  the  third  parties  that  will  be  supplying  electricity  under 
the  program,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  information  about  financial, 
technical,  and  operational  capabilities. 

4.  Continue  to  monitor  and  support  legislative  and  regulatory  activities  that  provide 
Direct  Access  and  Community  Aggregation;  and

WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  the  RFP,  the  Port  Commission  awarded  Nice  Ventures,  Inc. 
the  opportunity  to  enter  into  exclusive  negotiations  with  the  Port  for  the  Project  and,  on  March 
9,1999,  approved  an  Exclusive  Right  to  Negotiate  Agreement;  and 

WHEREAS,  during  the  Exclusive  Negotiation  Period.  Nice  Ventures,  Inc.,  formed 
Rincon  Park  Restaurants,  LLC,  a  California  limited  liability  company  ("RPR"),  to  pursue  the

WHEREAS,  between  October  2001  and  April  2002,  the  Port  notified  RPR  of  various 
events  of  default  under  the  DA  triggered  by  RPR's  failure  to  meet  performance  benchmarks 
stipulated  in  the  Schedule  of  Performance  which  is  incorporated  into  the  DA  and  other 
obligations  in  the  DA  such  as  payment  of  DA  fees;  and 

WHEREAS,  on  April  26,  2002,  pursuant  to  its  rights  in  the  DA,  the  Port  notified  RPR  of 
its  election  to  exercise  the  "Assignment  Remedy"  with  respect  to  certain  events  of  default, 
which  requires  RPR  to  assign  all  of  its  right,  title  and  interest  in  the  DA  and  Lease  to  another 
developer  acceptable  to  the  Port  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Port  had  negotiated  the  Assignment  Remedy  with  RPR  as  a  part  of  the

Bond  Account  (the  "Series  2004  Bond  Account"),  to  be  held  separate  and  apart  from  all  other 
accounts  of  the  City.  All  interest  earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  2004  Bond 
Account  shall  be  retained  in  the  Series  2004  Bond  Account. 

On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  payment  of  principal  or  interest  on  the  Bonds  is 
due,  including  any  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  on  said  date,  the  City  Treasurer 
shall  allocate  to  and  deposit  in  such  Series  2004  Bond  Account,  from  amounts  held  in  the 
Bond  Account  pursuant  to  Section  6  of  the  Authorizing  Ordinance,  an  amount  which,  when 
added  to  any  available  moneys  contained  in  the  Series  2004  Bond  Account,  is  sufficient  to 
pay  principal  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  on  such  date. 

The  City  Treasurer  shall  transfer  amounts  from  the  Series  2004  Bond  Account  to  the 
Trustee  to  pay  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  as  required  by  the  Master  Trust 
Agreement  and  shall  transfer  amounts  from  the  Series  2004  Bond  Account  as  needed  to  pay 
debt  service  on  any  Bonds  issued  under  a  Variable  Rate  Declaration  of  Trust  or  Fixed  Rate 
Declaration  of  Trust. 

Amounts  in  the  Series  2004  Bond  Account  may  be  invested  in  any  investment  of  the 
City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  City  Treasurer  may 
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commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  2004  Bond  Account  with  other  City  moneys 
or  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  2004  Bond  Account  into  a  separate  fund  or  funds 
for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  however,  that  all  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series 
2004  Bond  Account  hereunder  shaii  be  accounted  for  separately  notwithstanding  any  such 
commingling  or  separate  deposit  by  the  City  Treasurer.

Treasurer  a  special  subaccount  in  the  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Laguna  Honda  Hospital, 
1999)  Project  Account  (the  "Project  Account")  created  pursuant  to  the  Authorizing  Ordinance, 
to  be  designated  the  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Laguna  Honda  Hospital,  1999),  Series  2004 
Project  Account  (the  "Series  2004  Project  Account"),  to  be  held  separate  and  apart  from  all 
other  accounts  of  the  City.  All  interest  earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  2004 
Project  Account  shall  be  retained  in  the  Series  2004  Project  Account.  Amounts  in  the  Series 
2004  Project  Account  shaft  be  expended  for  the  acquisition,  construction  and  reconstruction  of 
the  Project  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Authorizing.  Ordinance. 

Amounts  in  the  Series  2004  Project  Account  may  be  invested  in  any  investment  of  the 
City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  City  Treasurer  may 
commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  2004  Project  Account  with  other  City  moneys 
or  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  2004  Project  Account  into  a  separate  fund  or  funds 
for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  however,  that  all  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series 
2004  Project  Account  hereunder  shall  be  accounted  for  separately  notwithstanding  any  such 
commingling  or  separate  deposit  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  from  the  proceeds 
of  the  Bonds,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  the  costs  of  issuance  associated  with  the  Bonds.  Costs  of 
issuance  of  the  Bonds  shall  include,  without  limitation,  bond  and  financial  printing  expenses, 
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mailing  and  publication  expenses,  rating  agency  fees,  the  fees  and  expenses  of  paying 
agents,  registrars,  financial  consultants  and  bond  counsel  and  the  reimbursement  of 
departmental  expenses  in  connection  with  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds. 

.  Section.  7.    Appointment  of  Agents.  The  City  Treasurer  is  authorized  and  directed  to 
appoint  one  or  more  agents  as  he  or  she  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable.  To  the  extent 
permitted  by  applicable  law  and  under  the  supervision  of  the  City  Treasurer,  such  agents  may 
serve  as  paying  agent,  fiscal  agent,  trustee,  market  agent,  auction  agent  or  escrow  agent  or 
registrar  for  the  Bonds  or  may  assist  the  City  Treasurer  in  performing  any  or  all  of  such 
functions  and  such  other  duties  as  the  City  Treasurer  shall  determine.  Such  agents  shall 
serve  under  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  City  Treasurer  shall  determine.  The  City 
Treasurer  may  remove  or  replace  agents  appointed  pursuant  to  this  paragraph  at  any  time. 

Section  8.     Negotiated  or  Competitive  Sale  and  Authority  to  Negotiate  Credit 
Enhancement  and  Liquidity  Facility  and  Change  in  Modes.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is 
hereby  authorized  to  sell  one  or  more  series  of  the  Bonds  through  a  negotiated  sale  pursuant 
to  one  or  more  Bond  Purchase  Contracts  as  provided  in  Section  14  and  is  authorized  to  sell 
one  or  more  series  of  the  Bonds  through  a  competitive  sale  pursuant  to  tne  Official  Notice  of 
Sale  as  provided  in  Section  9.  Further,  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  authorized  to 
negotiate  the  purchase  of  credit  enhancement  and  liquidity  facilities  for  the  Bonds.  Further, 
the  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  authorized  to  direct  a  change  in  interest  rate  modes  of  a 
series  of  variable  interest  rate  bonds  and  to  take  any  and  all  steps  necessary  or  desirable  in 
connection  therewith,  including  but  not  iimited  to  the  preparation  and  delivery  of  a  supplement, 
circular  or  update  with  respect  to  the  Official  Statement  authorized  pursuant  to  Section  17 
hereof. 

Section.  9     Official  Notice  of  Sale.  The  form  of  proposed  Official  Notice  of  Sale 
inviting  bids  for  any  series  of  the  Bonds  sold  through  a  competitive  sale  is  hereby  approved 
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with  such  changes,  additions  and  completions  as  may  be  made  in  accordance  with  Section  19 
hereof. 

If  one  or  more  series  of  the  Bonds  are  determined  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  to 
be  sold  by  competitive  sale,  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  determine  a  date  for  the  sale  of  such  Bonds.  Proposals  shall  be  received  on  the  sale  date 
designated  by  the  Director,  of  Public  Finance.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  cause  to  be  mailed  or  otherwise  circulated  to  prospective  bidders 
for  such  Bonds  to  be  sold  by  competitive  sale  copies  of  said  Official  Notice  of  Sale. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  award  such  Bonds  to  the  bidder  whose  bid 
represents  the  lowest  true  interest  cost  to  the  City,  all  in  accordance  with  the  procedures 
described  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale.

WHEREAS,  Ms.  Castaneda  is  working  to  build  not  only  a  bank,  but  a  new  way  of  life 
3r  women,  raising  the  status  of  women  everywhere;  and 

WHEREAS,  Ms.  Castaneda  was  central  to  the  1999  constitutional  process  that  is  one 
<f  the  most  advanced  constitutions  in  the  world,  for  women  and  Indigenous  people,  as  well  as

WHEREAS,  Ms.  Castaneda  organized  the  daily  picket  of  the  Constituent  Assembly 
yhich  won  Article  88  of  the  constitution  providing  that:  "The  State  guarantees  equality  and 
fquity  between  men  and  women  in  the  exercise  of  their  right  to  work.

WHEREAS,  in  addition  to  Article  88,  women  are  visible  throughout  the  Constitution, 
which  has  incorporated  the  female  gender  in  all  the  text.  Other  articles,  laws  and  policies  favor 
women  heads  of  households  -  70%  of  households  -  who  are  given  priority  in  the  distribution 
of  unused  land  and  housing;  create  breast  milk  banks  and  state  schools  in  which  one  million 
of  the  poorest  children  are  receiving  three  free  meals  a  day  in  order  to  improve  children's 
health;  guarantee  bilingual  education,  recognizing  the  language  and  culture  of  Indigenous 
communities  passed  on  from  generation  to  generation  by  women;  and  funds  an  extensive

WHEREAS,  Research  conducted  nationally  and  by  the  UCSF  Child  Trauma  Research 
Project  in  San  Francisco  has  clearly  linked  childhood  exposure  to  violence  to  a  variety  of 
negative  effects,  including  but  not  limited  to  anxiety,  post-traumatic  stress,  depression,  anger, 
and  temperament  problems;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Research  has  also  shown  that  childhood  exposure  to  violence  is  linked  to 
serious  problems  which  can  occur  in  adolescence  and  adulthood,  including  but  not  limited  to 
lower  cognitive  functioning,  a  positive  attitude  toward  violence,  low  self-esteem,  and  is  also  a 
significant  factor  in  predicting  violent  behavior;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  2000,  the  U.S.  Department  of  Justice  awarded  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  Department  of  Children,  Youth,  and  Their  Families  a  cooperative  agreement 
for  the  SafeStart  Initiative  to  prevent  and  reduce  children's  exposure  to  violence  in  San 
Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  As  one  result  of  the  cooperative  agreement,  the  San  Francisco  SafeStart 
Initiative  has  sponsored  original  research  which  shows  that  approximately  10,000  children  are 
exposed  to  violence  in  their  own  homes  every  year  in  San  Francisco,  of  which  6,200  are 
children  age  six  or  younger,  far  exceeding  all  previous  estimates;  and, 

WHEREAS,  As  another  result  of  the  cooperative  agreement,  the  San  Francisco 
SafeStart  Initiative,  together  with  U.S.  Department  of  Justice,  California  Attorney  General's 
Office,  San  Francisco  Department  of  Children,  Youth,  and  Their  Families,  San  Francisco 
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Department  of  Public  Health,  San  Francisco  Police  Department,  First  5  San  Francisco,  and 
Saint  Francis  Memorial  Hospital,  is  sponsoring  a  public  education  campaign  to  prevent 
children's  exposure  to  violence  in  San  Francisco  by  raising  community  awareness  about  the 
harm  caused  to  children  by  exposure  to  violence;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  has  been  selected  as  host  of  the 
national  meeting  of  twelve  cities  and  counties  participating  in  the  U.S.  Department  of  Justice 
Safe  Start  Initiative  on  February  4,  5,  and  6,  2004;  and,  now,  therefore,  be  it

WHEREAS,  The  City  intends  to  enter  into  a  installment  purchase  financing  agreement 
with  a  lender  selected  through  the  State  of  California  Department  of  General  Services'  "GS 
$Mart"  program  to  finance  the  costs  of  the  Project;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  (the  "Board")  hereby  determines  that  the 
moneys  advanced  and  to  be  advanced  to  pay  certain  expenditures  are  or  will  be  available 
only  for  a  temporary  period  and  it  is  necessary  to  reimburse  all  such  expenditures  made  on 
and  after  the  date  hereof  with  respect  to  the  Project  from  the  proceeds  of  the  tax-exempt 
installment  purchase  financing;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  1.150-2  of  the  Treasury  Regulations  requires  the  Board  to  declare 
its  reasonable  official  intent  to  reimburse  prior  expenditures  for  the  Project  with  proceeds  of  a
